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No Adventure As Philbrick 
Takes Look At Communism

A capacity crowd gathered in 
the Little Theater Friday at noon 
to hear Herbert Philbrick recount 
his “three lives” as Communist 
Agent, FBI counterspy, and private 
citizen. 

Philbrick, a “normal conserva- 
tive businessman,” looks too nor- 
mal to evoke the romantic hero 
image of a paperback thriller. Yet 
the audience eagerly awaited an 
insight into his nine years as Com- 
munist conspirator and counterspy 
for the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. 

No Adventure 

The adventure story never came. 
Philbrick apparently left the telling 
to his book, I Led Three Lives, 
and to the television series of the 
same name produced several years 
ago. 

The text of his speech dealt with 
the imminence of the Communist 
threat and the need for knowledge 
to combat it 

“We are in a war, a total war,” 
he said, “with an enemy that says 
they will be satisfied with nothing 
less than total victory.” 

Philbrick warned that to ignore 
the Communist threat is “te do so 
at the risk and peril of all free 
people.” 

Losing Team 

He insisted that “to say our own 
team (the United States) is losing 
is to recognize a fact.” But he 
added that the youth on college

campuses are becoming more aware 
of the problems facing the nation. 

it was as a college student that 
Herbert Philbrick found himself 
embroiled in a Communist youth 
league, supposedly a “Christian 
pacifist organization.” He noted 
that 300 other students joined the 
Cambridge Youth Council in Con- 
necticut at the same time he did, 
never realizing it was a Commu- 
nist front. 

Party Member 

When he took his information 
to the FBI, he was advised to stay 
active in the organization. He did 
so for nine years, becoming a 
ranking member of the under- 
cover Communist Party in Ameri- 
ta. 

it was Philbrick’s candid com- 
ments in a question period follow- 
ing his prepared speech that won 
applause. 

Asked about the report of the 
Warren Commission, Philbrick 
stated, “history will bear me out, 
(the assassination of President 
Kennedy) was the most needless 
killing in history.” 

To an inquiry on the ideological 
split between Red China and the 
Soviet Union, he defined it as a 
question of “the best way to ex- 
terminate the United States.” 

Study Communism 

When asked if he endorsed he 
goals of the John Birch Society, 
Philbrick said, “I can’t disagree 
with some of them.” He did en-

“Put confidence in those officials 
who can best win the war that we 
are in” was his recommendation 
for the upcoming elections. 

Philbrick, whose talk on cam- 
pus was spensored by the Young 
Republicans, is currently ergaged 
in a series of anti-communist lec- 
tures throughout northern Cali- 
fornia. 


Board To Consider 
Peace Committee's 
Recognition Plea 


ASSSC Board of Directors con- 
siders tomorrow the application of 
the newly-renamed May 2nd Com- 
mittee for recognition. Originally 
known as the Campus Peace 
Union, the group in its first meet- 
ing Friday approved the new desig- 
nation and formulated some guid- 
ing beliefs and policies. 

Vice-chairman Phi! Taylor sug- 
gested that the group recognizes 
that United States foreign policy 
is one of the major obstacles to 
world peace and disarmament. 

The group plans a two-part pro- 
gram: 1. To study problems in 
foreign affairs. 2. To make its 
viewpoint known to the commu- 
nity.
